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This New Speller, Definer, and Analyzer, is three- 
fold in design, as the name implies. It leads the 
learner gradually through all those elementary les- 
sons in language, which are essential to a complete 
knowledge of the sounds of individual letters, and 
the various combinations of the same, when em- 
ployed to form syllables and words. 

With the forms and sounds of words, that is, with 
the spelling and pronunciation, it deals thoroughly ; 
but it by no means stops here. It employs almost 
every possible expedient for the development of their 
meanings also : comparing and contrasting them 
one with another, unfolding their significations by 
formal definitions, and everywhere rendering prom- 
inent those distinctions which are likely ^o escape the 
notice of youth. 

In pursuance of this, object, also, the latter portion 
of the volume is devoted to a brief, though system- 
atic and comprehensive course of instruction in the 
analysis of Derivative and Compound words. This 
is done in a manner so simple, and, at the same time, 
so thorough, it is believed, as to furnish an easy, in- f£ 
teresting, and quite sufficient introduction to the^ 
study of Etymological Analysis, as presented in any 
of the larger works on this subject, but especially to 
that recently published by the author of this Series.*

The number of letters in the English language is 
twenty-six ; viz., a, b, c, d, e, f, g, h, i, j, k, 1, m, n, o, 
p, q, r, s, t, u, v, w, x, y, z. 

These letters have each two forms, distinguished as 
capitals and small letters. 

There are, moreover, three different sorts, or styles 
of letters commonly employed in English, all which 
appear, in the table on page 18. 

A SYLLABLE is a letter, or a combination of letters,

Words are either primitive, derivative, simple, or 
compound. 

A primitive word is one derived from no other 
word ; as, love, fear. 

Derivative words are those formed from primi- 
tives, by means of prefixes and suffixes ;* as, lovely, 
fearful, return. 

A simple word is one that is not compounded ; as, 
ship, wreck. 

A compound word is one that is composed of two 
or more simple ones ; as, shipwreck, nevertheless. 

Every word of more than one syllable, has one of 
them accented. 

Accent is that particular stress of voice by which 
oncsyllable of a word is distinguished above others ; 
as, hope' less, dispose'. 

A secondary accent is sometimes given to one or 
more syllables, besides that which receives the pri- 
mary accent ; as, ed" u cate\ sat' isfac" tion. 

Orthoepy is the art of pronouncing words with 
propriety.

Y is a consonant, when it immediately precedes a;

A consonant is a letter representing a sound of J 
the voice, modified by some interruption from the or- 
gans of speech. 

A diphthong is the union of two vowels in one 
syllable; as, oi in oil. 

A diphthong, in which one of the vowels is not 
sounded, is said to be impure, or improper. 

The pure diphthongs in English are four ; viz., oi in 
voke % oy in boy, ou in loud, and ow in now. Ou and 
ow, however, are sometimes impure diphthongs. 

The impure diphthongs are usually reckoned twen- 
ty-four; viz., ae, ai, au, aw, ay % ea, ee, ei, eo } eu, ew, 
ey, ia, ie, io, oa, oe, oo, ou, ow, ua, ue, ui, uy.

jLffALYSIS OF DERIVATIVE ASD CO i»P0U5D WORDS. 

Derivative Words are such as are produced by the 
union of Prefixes and Suffixes with Radicals. Thus, the jp 
word, incompressible, is made op^of four parts; two pre- 
fixes, in and com / the radical word, pr***/ and the suffix, 
Me. 

A Radical, as the name implies, serves as the root, out 
of which, grow, by means of prefixes and suffixes, the 
derivative forms. • It is itself strictly speaking, formed % 
from no other word ~ but often, for the sake of convenience, 
any word is called a radical, with which a prefix or suffix is 
united. Thus, join in adjoin, press in corner***, care in 
careful, and act in acfive, are radical words. 

That which is placed before a radical, and in union with 
it, to modify its signification, is called a Prefix / as, ad in 
adjoin, com in compress. 

That which is placed after a radical, and in union with it, 
to modify its signification, is called a Suffix/ &s,/ul in 
care/u/, and ive in active. 

Compound Words differ from derivatives in being com- 
posed, not of prefixes and suffixes united with radicals, but Z 
of simple or radical words combined with one another. 
Thus, the word milkman is compounded of the two simple 
words, milk and man/ nevertheless, of the three words, never, 
the, and less. 

Now, to analyze a derivative or compound word, is to 
take it apart / that is, to resolve it into the prefixes, suf- 
fixes, and radicals, or simple words, employed in its com- 
position. This process, as presented in the following 
pages, will be found easy and interesting even to quite 
young pupils ; since it first takes the words apart, explains 
the meaning of each part separately, then puts them to- 
gether again, gives the signification of the whole com- 
bined, and still makes every exercise a regular spelling 
lesson, just as in the previous part of the book.

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RULES FOR SPELLING, 

RULE I. 

The final e of a primitive word is dropped, upon adding a suffix J 
beginning with a vowel; as, rate, rat able. 

Exception. — When the final e is preceded by c or g, it is retained; 
as, peace, peace able; change, change able; courage, courage ous. 

Note. — The e, if preceded by dg, is dropped, when ment is added; as, ] 
judge, judg ment. It is also dropped in duly, truly, awful — from due, ] 
tribe, and avoe. 

RULE IL 

A single consonant, preceded by a single vowel, ending a monosyl- j 
lable, or words accented on the last syllable, is doubled, when a suffix { 
beginning with a vowel, is added; as, drop, dropping. 

Note. — If the accent is changed from the last to the preceding syl- ! 
lable of the primitive, the final consonant is not doubled in the deriv- j 
ative; as, pre fer', pre/' er able; con fer', con' fer ence ; refer', ref- 
er ence. 

RULE IIL 

Tho double letters of a primitive word should be retained in the | 
derivative; *$, stiff, stiff nesa ; fitO,fuUnesa; wM,uriUfa\; roll, enroll. \ 

Exception.— When the suffix begins with I, one I of the primitive is 
dropped; as, skill, skiUess, not skiUless. 

RULE IV. 

Final y, preceded by a consonant, is changed to i, when a sufl&x j 
is added, beginning with a, e, o, or a consonant; as, try, tri al, tri ed; I 
glory, glori ous ; holy, holi ness ; happy, hap pi ly. 

Exception.— Monosyllables retain the y, when the suffix begins j 
with a consonant ; as, sly, sly ly, sly ness. 

Note I. — The final y is retained when the suffix begins with t, in j 
order to avoid an immediate repetition' of %; as, try, try ing, not 3 
tri ing. 

Note 2. — Final y, in a few instances, is changed to e; as, beauts ous, \ 
plente ous, dule ous, bounte ous, Ac. 

RULE V. 

Final y, preceded by a vowel, is retained in the derivatives; as, 
joy, joy ous, joy fuL 

Exception. — The y is changed to 1 in some derivatives, as lay, laid;, 
pay, paid. It is improperly changed to i, also, in dai ly, from day. 

RULE VI. 

The vowel t is changed to y t when it is made final by dropping < 
final e, in order to add a suffix beginning with i; as, tie, tying, not ti iog.
